City gets $2.7 million to upgrade sewerage

On Wednesday, April 22, Elba 
Mayor James E. Grimes was pre- 
sented a check for just over $2,7 
million. 

The presentation was made by 
Horace H. Horn, Jr., State Director 
of USDA Rural Development in 
Alabama, as a part of the U. S, 
Department of Agriculture’s obser- 
vance of Earth Day. 

The monies will be used to fund a 
Sanitary wastewater project within 
the city of Elba. 

Nationally, USDA is investing 
$130 million in wastewater and safe 
drinking water projects in 59 rural 
communities in 37 states. 

Agriculture Secretary Dan 
Glickman commented, “These pro- 
jects will improve the health condi- 
tions, living environment and eco- 
nomic opportunities of more than 
84,000 people in economically dis- 
tressed areas of rural America

“The project will be rehabilitating 
some of our older sewer lines, but 
most important, the city will be 
adding 120 new households to our 
sewer system. 

“One of the city’s goals is to pro- 


vide sewer service to all our citizen 
in the very near future 

“This is a giant step toward the 
city’s reaching that goal,” 

Horn added, “We want to be a 
part of making the quality of life tn 
Elba better. 

“We have tried over the last few 
years to project a more positive 
image for government and certainly 
for USDA in letting the people 
know the things we are doing 
through projects such as these. 

“It's important to note that most 
of this money is loan money that 
the City of Elba and its residents 
will repay to the U. S. Treasury.

There has been a flurry of news this week about Elba, floods, and buy-outs 
by the federal government. There is still hope for some buy-out money for 
what the government would describe as “the most flood-prone areas.” That 
naturally means folks outside the levee. When that money does filter down, 
it will be only 75 percent of the purchase price on any home or business. The 
other 25 percent must come from other sources. The governor’s disaster 
relief task force is working on that area and has some promising ideas in the 
works. 


Last week we flew to Washington with Elba Mayor James Grimes and sev- 
eral state officials. The trip was a quest for money. We told Senator Jeff 
Sessions and Representative Terry Everett that we were there hat in hand, 
but didn’t want it filled with the usual stuff which comes out of Washington. 
They just laughed. Reflecting on the trip and the three-hour hearing before 
the House Appropriations Committee, we grade it as productive for Elba. 
Acutally, it was also productive for Geneva because everything they are 
doing fer Elba, they will also do for Geneva, One thing which is kinda amus- 
ing now was that we went up there thinking the anticipated money for the 
Corps of Engineers to rebuild the levee (and working on the surrounding 
low areas) was 75-25 matching money and we didn’t have the 25%. After 
getting into the hearing, we found that we had to find not 25%, but 35% to 
match the grant. Also we tickled several pots of money to help those folks 
outside the levee, who can’t be helped without moving or making into tree 
houses. It looks promising in that department also. 


If the weather man cooperates, The Elba Clipper staff will be moving back 
to our downtown office as soon as we get this week’s paper published. The 
floors are waxed and waiting for some foot traffic. Needless to say, every- 
one around here is anxious to get back where there is enough room to work 
without stepping on everyone’s toes and/or nerves.

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HI-TECH TOMATOES ., . . Most local home gardeners have been plant- 
ing their tomatoes during the past few days. Most have been digging a 
small hole in the ground, setting in a peat pot or bare-root tomato, and firm- 
ing up the soil around the new plant. On the Bellwood Road, southwest of 
Enterprise, tomatoes have also just been planted by Gene and Ruth Pipkins, 
but with a flair of hi-tech. Using an automatic tomato planter, the Pipkins 
have set out between 6,000 and 8,000 tomato seedlings which were “hard- 
ened off” for a few days after being germinated in their homemade green- 
house. With the man-of-the-house riding the tractor which pulls the planter, 
the lady feeds each tender plant into a conveyer which automatically dib- 
bles the plant into the ground at just the right depth and spacing. A shot of 
water is added to each plant automatically. Asked why he just rides the trac- 
tor while his wife does all the work, Pipkins replied,” We have a two-per- 
son union and we work by union rules. She does her thing and I do mine.”

A new harvest has just been 
reaped in the Wiregrass. It’s not 


“peanuts, cotton or vegetables of any 


kind. It’s a new crop of “Master 
Gardeners,” a product of the 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
System. 

According to Mary Beth 
Musgrove, a horticulturist with 
Auburn University, and the 
Alabama state coordinator for the 
Master Gardeners Program, 35 
counties throughout the state now 
offer the program to persons inter- 
ested in furthering their own knowl- 
edge of gardening and in helping 
others. 

“This program is in great 
demand, not only in Alabama, but 
in all the states throughout the 
country,” the specialist reported. 
“Gardening is the number one 
leisure pastime in the United States. 
Our formal course of instruction is 
just one part of the entire program.” 

In addition to the classroom 
work, spread over a period of about 
three months, graduate Master 
Gardeners must agree to work an 
additional 40 hours of volunteer 
time with their local County 
Extension Office. 

The work can consist of helping 
county agents on various projects, 
or the Master Gardener can develop 
his or her own supervised project 
such as a community garden activi- 
ty or farmer’s market. It could also 
include ornamentals, house plants, 
turf grasses or even a home orchard. 
But, the Master Gardener is restrict- 
ed against providing assistance for 
pay. 

The annual program just complet- 
ed locally included formal classes 
in Houston County and Dale 
County. The graduates successfully 
completing the course in Ozark 
were: Danny Mathews and Rene 
Miller, Enterprise; Betty Cox, Elba; 
and Sheila Howell who lives in 
Coffee County just west of 
Enterprise. 

Completing the course in Dothan 
was Amy Cox, also from 
Enterprise, and another Coffee 
County resident, living near New 
Brockton (please forgive me), yours 
truly. 

According to Ms. Musgrove, 
Huntsville was the first to start a 
formal Master Gardeners program.

“We have an annual state confer- 
ence for Master Gardeners every 
year,” the horticulturist said. “There 
is a state association and even an 
international organization which 
meets every two years,” she added. 

There have been over 3,500 
Master Gardeners trained in 
Alabama since 1981. Computing 40 
hours minimum of volunteer work 
at a predetermined wage, Alabama 
residents have received over 
$300,283 worth of specialized 
assistance from Master Gardeners. 

“This is a case of sharing knowl- 
edge with others,” Ms. Musgrove 
stated.
